THE FUTURE OF COTTON. 
In an article on “The New Cotton Season,” 


the“ Manchester Guardian“ gives some useful 
particulars regarding the future prospects of 
the cotton supply, 

The circumstances of the cotton market at 
the opening of the current season, 1906-7, says 
the writer, differ considerably from those which 


7 
attended the opening of the last season 
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The 
visible supply is smaller, stocks are smaller, 
but the growing crop looks larger, or much 
larger, than the last. Demand for goods and 
yarns and consequently for cotton seems fairly 
well assured for the present at least, although 
the congested state of some of the foreign 
markets suggests some doubts as to the prob- 
ability of a persistence of the demand through. 
out the whole season on the healthy and 
profitable scale of this year. Two years have 
been spent in filling up the depleted stocks of 
the world, and now some symptoms are ap- 
parent that this process has been appraxi- 
mately completed, if not already somewhat 
overdone, If such should prove to have been 
the case the season may be less profitable to 
both spinners and manufacturers than the 
last. But for the present, with old orders on 
hand, no immediate change is in sight. New- 
crop cottons are likely to be in demand, and 
busi may be done just as soon as the new 


crop/pegins to supply those grades and staples 
the want of which has of late perplexed the 
spinner. As regards the supply, appearances 
favour larger crops of cotton in America, 
India, and Egypt, but in each case the planter 
has become more powerful to resist declines in 
price and has learned how to market his cotton 
to greater advantage. These circumstances 
forecast a time during which.cotton may resist 
a decline, and alsoa time during which manu- 
facturers and spinners may resist any serious 
attempts to reduce cloth and yarn values. In 
addition there is always speculation to be con- 
sidered, and speculation in America is likely to 
be an effort to raise prices unless general opinion 
as to the sie of the crop should decide that 
it is very large. In that case crop questions may 
overrule such resistance to a decline as may be 
oftered by operators and planters. At the 
present time the appearances are in favour of 
an abundant supply, and unless some disaster 
isin store for the new crop there can be no 
scarcity this season, 

If we assume that the deman 
suffice to keep all spindles runhing during 
[906-7 the actual consumption of co may 
be expected to expand. New mills spinning 
American and Egyptian cotton have come into 
active work, and more yarn is now being spun. 
in Lancashire and elsewhere than ever before. 
As some set-off against this increase there is 
the strong probability that the “wasty” char- 
acter of the 1905-6 crop may not be repeated. 
On the Continent, outside Russia, trade would 
appear to be healthy, and in the United States 
large crops should continue to prolong healthy 
trade conditions. A consumption may 
therefore be expected. There are, however, un- 
certainties in the outlook which may affect the 
situation. The probabilities as to price would 
on the whole appear to favour the view that 
during the cu rent season a lower range of 
values may be seen than last season, even on a 
similar visible supply, but that good harvests 
and a full buying capacity throughout the 
world will tend to prevent the occurrence of 
very low. prices at any time or will render 
them of temporary(duration only, The strong 
and sustaining stimulus of « buoyant trade 
may be absent, but a sufficient business should 
be possible to prevent an extreme, |

From start to finish, | | 
this newest connecting link between Great 
Britain and ber Far Eastern possessions, inolud- 
ing Australasia, is either on the ocean which 
she commands or on British territory. Being 
thus circomstancod, it is necessarily far safer 
for the tranaport of reinforcements than the 
Suez short cat can ever be daring war; that 
most remain exposed to the danger of being 
blocked by an enterprising enemy, and also to 
flank attack thtough Asia Minor. Furthermore, 
it is quite possible that the All-British line of 
communication will be so improved as to 
render it preferable for the dispatch of troops 

to lodis as well as to the Far East. There is 
iho additional consideration that Japan jasti- 
fiably expects her Western ally to adopt all 
feasible methods for promoting matual help- 
fulness, both naval and military, against a 
common enemy. Of course, the brilliant success 
of the Canadian endeavour, does not afford the 
slightest reason for neglecting the o'der lines 
of communication.
